Scheme offers ‘once in a 
generation opportunity’

PLANS to develop a £50million leisure and resi¬ 
dential complex at Seaway car park have been 
sealed by Southend Council. 

The council has announced a deal with 
Turnstone Estates that will create 450 new jobs in 
the borough. The proposals will see land near the 
seafront at Lucy Road turned into a 10-screen 
cinema, 11 restaurants and 99 apartments. 

An additional 480-space multistorey car park is 
also planned to replace the current 453 spaces at 
the site. 

Turnstone Estates has pre-let the first three 
units to The Restaurant Group, which operates 
the Coast to Coast, Frankie & Benny’s and 
Chiquito restaurants. 


The cinema operator is due to be named short¬ 
ly. The leisure scheme will cover a total of 
136,000 square feet. 

Also included in the plans are the site of the 
former Rossi Ice Cream Factory and 29 Herbert 
Grove, which was purchased by the council in 
2008 to enable future regeneration, in a deal 
funded by the Homes and Communities Agency 
which supported the proposed development. 

Public consultation on the proposed develop¬ 
ment will begin in the spring of next year. 

Subject to planning permission, Turnstone 
Estates hopes to start work in late 2015. 

Leader of the council Ron Woodley said he was 
delighted to announce the latest stage in the 
development of the scheme. 

Mr Woodley said: “The job creation and private 
sector investment in this regeneration scheme are 
significant and provide a once in a generation 


opportunity to bring real change to this part of 
the town and to increase the year round leisure 
offer for residents and for the six million plus vis¬ 
itors to the town. 

“We are looking forward to taking this exciting 
scheme forwards with Turnstone Estates.” 

Tim Deacon, Turnstone Estates director, said 
the scheme will finally deliver a cinema and 
restaurant destination that has been lacking from 
the town for many years. 

Mr Deacon said: “The site is a strong location, 
close to the seafront and the Royals Shopping 
Centre, and we believe our proposals will 
enhance the area, as well as safeguarding local 
parking provisions. 

“We are looking forward to working with the 
council, local residents, seafront traders, St 
John’s Church and other stakeholders over the 
coming months.”

We’ve got 
the measure 

IT has come to our notice that a 
Mr David Johnson is emailing 
local councils across Britain 
accusing them of breaking the law 
by using traditional measurements, 
such as rods and poles to describe 
gardening allotments. 

More thanl50 councils have 
been contacted so far and Mr 
Johnson does not disclose that 
he is not a local resident. 

These emails commence under 
the Freedom of Information Act, 
asking for allotment prices, but 
then switch context and use 
deadlines under the FOI Act to 
force a change to metric units. 

Some councils have removed 
rods and poles as a result of 
these emails. We want to assure 
councils and allotment holders 
that Mr Johnson is wrong. No 
legislation has been passed to 
outlaw traditional units for allot¬ 
ments.

ple. Pods, poles, perches, yards 
and lugs have existed for hun¬ 
dreds of years in Britain and we 
hope that councils and allot¬ 
ment holders continue to use 
them for centuries to come.

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Itoo in running 
for lucrative 
waste contract 

TWO experienced waste management companies 
are competing for a 16-year multimillion pound 
contract to provide recycling, waste collection and 
street cleaning services in Southend. 

Following a legal, financial and technical evalu¬ 
ations of tender submissions, Veolia and Sita have 
been invited by Southend Council to the third and 
final stage of the procurement process. 

Leader of the council Ron Woodley explained 
that throughout the process the authority’s aim has 
been to secure the company that can best serve the 
town. 

He said: “We want a company that will continue 
and improve upon our recycling targets, deliver 
first class service to our residents and businesses, 
maintain an attractive street scene across the bor¬ 
ough and provide the best possible value for coun¬ 
cil taxpayers’ money. 

“The process for selecting a service provider has 
progressed well and it’s encouraging to be at the 
final stages of tendering with two very experi¬ 
enced companies in the running, who between 
them have more than 50 waste management con¬ 
tracts with local authorities. 

“The vast majority of staff working for Cory 
will transfer to the new contractor, therefore pro¬ 
tecting local employment. 

“Officers will now continue dialogue with these 
two companies to help them further develop their 
proposals, with final tenders due to be submitted 
in February 2015.” 

The current recycling, waste and street cleans¬ 
ing services contract expires in October 2015. 

The new contract will integrate toilet cleaning, 
weed spraying and graffiti cleaning services 
which are currently provided under separate 
arrangements.

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Council to fly flag for revived 
Thames Gateway partnership 


SOUTHEND Council is set to join a revived 
Thames Gateway South Essex Partnership 
(TGSEP) with Thurrock Council. 

This is after Essex County Council revealed its 
intention to leave the group to focus on “Greater 
Essex”. 

Other South Essex authorities will be invited to 
continue being members with new arrangements 
in place from April 1 next year. 

This will allow South Essex to continue pursu¬ 
ing its regeneration goals and submit funding 
bids to the South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership (SELEP) which was set up in 2013. 

Despite SELEP operating through South Essex, 
Kent, Medway and East Sussex, and the associat¬ 
ed strategic plan being approved by Government, 
the county council wants to reduce the areas 
down to three with one Greater Essex area. 


The approach is not supported by the SELEP 
board. 

Southend Council leader Ron Woodley said he 
was disappointed with the county council’s move 
to step away from the partnership. 

Mr Woodley said: “Future funding from 
Government is intrinsically linked to SELEP and 
TGSEP has negotiated hard to ensure that South 
Essex remains as a represented geographical area. 

“Along with Thurrock, we have no intention of 
allowing that important work over a number of 
years to go to waste by being subsumed into a 
Greater Essex region. 

“That would weaken the profile of Southend 
and South Essex, and mean we would have to 
compete for funding against Essex-wide consid¬ 
erations and lead to delays both getting funding 
for and delivering future projects.”

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Town to light special candle 
for survivors of Holocaust

SOUTHEND has been selected to host a sig¬ 
nificant ceremony for Holocaust Memorial 
Day. 

The town is one of 70 locations across the 
country where 70 specially designed candles 
will be lit in memory of the 70th anniversary 
of the liberation of death camp Auschwitz- 
Birkenau on January, 27, 1945. 

A candle created by a world renowned artist 
will be lit at Southend Civic Centre, Victoria 
Avenue, on Tuesday, January 27, as part of the 
borough’s Holocaust Memorial Day Service. 

Southend-based Holocaust survivor Leslie 
Kleinman will light the candle at the start of 
the service at 5.30pm to begin a moment of 


reflection honouring the survivors of the 
Holocaust and subsequent genocides. 

Mr Kleinman will give an address during the 
event which will include music, drama and 
poetry reading. 

The service, one of Southend’s series of 
commemoration activities, was chosen from 
hundreds of applications sent to the Holocaust 
Memorial Day Trust, the charity responsible 
for the event. 

Councillor for enterprise, tourism and eco¬ 
nomic development, Graham Longley, said the 
day is an important focal point in the year and 
added he was delighted the authority had been 
selected on a nationwide basis. 


Mr Longley said: “It is vital that we remem¬ 
ber and reflect upon the horrors of the past, 
and honour those who survived.” 

The candles will also be lit at a national 
commemorative event in central London and 
at Auschwitz as part of international com¬ 
memorations. 

Olivia Marks-Woldham, chief executive of 
the Holocaust Memorial Day Trust, said the 
designer has created a beautiful candle to 
mark the 70th anniversary. 

She said: “When all 70 of their candles are 
lit throughout the country, it will be a poignant 
moment of remembrance and a time for us all 
to ensure we keep the memory alive.”

DAVID Hasselhoff who stars in the 
panto at the Cliffs Pavilion said he 
has been enjoying the peace and quiet 
of Southend before the show opens.

DUMB AND DUMBER TO 
(15,109 mins) 

T FIERE'S no shortage of 
dim-witted, foolhardy 
and empty-headed 
characters on the big screen. 

Watch any horror film and 
at least one victim will venture 
into the dark to investigate a 
strange noise when common 
sense dictates you run in the 
opposite direction. Inspector 
Clouseau blundered through 
various investigations yet 
somehow always solved the 
case; A Clockwork Orange 
featured a droog called Dim 
and Kevin Kline won an 
Oscar as numbskull assassin 
Otto West in A Fish Called 
Wanda. 

Forrest Gump, one of cin¬ 
ema's great innocents, 
famously remarked that 
"stupid is as stupid does" 
and using that barometer, 
Dumb And Dumber To takes 
the art of moronic tomfool¬ 
ery to new depths. 

From the eye-watering 
opening gag of a DIY 
catheter removal, Bobby 
and Peter Farrelly's mind¬ 
less sequel to their hit 1994 
comedy embraces every 
crude, lewd and inappropri¬ 
ate set-up imaginable in its 
relentless pursuit of cheap, 
grubby titters. 



If this is the future of com¬ 
edy on film then the art form 
has flat-lined and I would 
strongly recommend for a 
Do Not Resuscitate order. 

Jim Carrey and Jeff 
Daniels reprise their roles as 
best pals Lloyd Christmas 
and Harry Dunne, who mix 
up their words ("That's all 
water under the fridge") and 
are blinkered to the perils of 
modern life. 

They merrily take a shower 
under the waste water pipe 
from a nuclear power plant. 

For two decades, Lloyd 
(Carrey) has been consigned 
to Baldy View Psychiatric 
Hospital, where Harry 
(Daniels) visits and helps 
nurses to wash, dress and 
feed the comatose patient. 

Thankfully, Lloyd regains 
the few senses he possess¬ 
es and supports Harry 
through his own medical 
emergency; an urgent kid¬ 
ney transplant. 

Since Harry is adopted, 
there is no familial donor 
and the future seems bleak. 

Out of the blue, Harry 
learns that he fathered a 
child in 1991 with old flame 
Fraida Felcher (Kathleen 
Turner). 

"Do you know what this 
means? You have a grown 


kid... with grown kidneys!" 
shrieks Lloyd. 

The dim-witted duo track 
down the fruit of Harry's 
loins, Penny (Rachel Melvin), 
to her adopted parents; 
reclusive scientist Dr 
Pinchelow (Steve Tom) and 
his trophy wife (Laurie 
Holden). 

Alas, Penny has already 
departed for a convention in 
El Paso to honour her 
father's ground-breaking 
work. So the simple-minded 
pals hit the road - and occa¬ 
sionally each other - in order 
to reunite Harry with his long- 
lost offspring and persuade 
her to give up her organ. 

Dumb And Dumber To is a 
greater ordeal for us than it 
is for Harry and Lloyd, who 
are battered and bruised by 
misfortune. 

The plot is nonsensical 
and includes pointless diver¬ 
sions including a brief reap¬ 
pearance of the Mutt Cutts 
dog van from the original 
picture. 

Carrey and Daniels fling 
themselves into the fray with 
gusto, at the mercy of a 
script that lacks subtlety, 
sophistication or any dis¬ 
cernible laughs.

FRUSTRATED Southend United 
manager Phil Brown sighted defen¬ 
sive frailties as his charges were ham¬ 
mered by league leaders Wycombe 
Wanderers at Adams Park 

Southend arrived in good shape 
and off the back of four successive 
League Two victories. Nevertheless, 
with the Chairboys sitting at the top 
of the table, this was viewed as the 
Shrimpers toughest test to date, 
although the Buckinghamshire outfit 
had perhaps exposed a chink in their 
armour when slipping out of the FA 
Cup at the hands of AFC Wimbledon 
last week. 

Thanks to the club subsidising 
travel to the game, Southend were 
roared on by a huge following of 
almost 1,100 fans, and within two 
minutes the Blues hordes were in 
raptures, Jack Payne supplying a 
composed finish to beat Wycombe 
goalkeeper Matt Ingram after Myles 
Weston had raced away and centred 
from the right. 

Wycombe looked for an immediate 
response. Matt McClure drew a 
smart reflex save from Daniel Bent¬ 
ley while Peter Murphy went even 
closer when the ball broke, crashing 
an effort against the top of the bar 
from 25 yards. 

The home side continued to press 
with greater intent, Pierre’s knock 
down found Paris Cowan-Hall, and the 
winger brilliantly beat Bentley with an 
assured finish to restore parity. 

The upbeat tempo of the game con¬ 
tinued, however, on a difficult surface 
any kind of fluent football and further 
clear-cut chances came at a premium. 


But on the stroke of half-time Blues 
were once again breached.
